SOLO HIS WIFE FOR
A WATCH ID CHAIN

Jacob Schreck Declares That
David Sachs Paid

the Price.

ALL THREE UNDER ARREST.

Detective Cohen Says the Woman
Confesses to Having Served
One Term for Bigamy.

Jacob Sehreck, thirty years of age, of
No. 120 Cannon street, was arraigned in
the Essex Market Court yesterday afternoon,charged with the theft of a gold
watch and chain, valued by the owner at
$lo0. The complainant was David Sachs,
twenty-two years old, of No. 127 East
Third street.
After his arrest, Schreck said he had sold

his wife to Sachs for the watch and chain
and that when she got tired of Sachs she
left him, and Sachs then had him arrested.The result of this tale was that all
three were placed in jail and held in court
for examination. Mrs. Schreck is held for
bigamy, Sachs for marrying a mnrried
woman and Schreck for stealing the watch
and chain.
Schreck and Sachs met on February 10

last at a German picnic. Sachs was immediatelysmitten with the charms of Mrs.
Schreck. He paid much attention to her.
and that day a gold watch and chain
passed from him to Schreck. Schreck says
he gave his wife up willingly, and that
Sachs and Mrs. Schreck were married by
an Alderman in the City Hall, and they
went to live at No. 127 East Third street.
Schreck says that he married the woman
in 1891. when she was Jennie Loeb.
When the woman left Sachs he started

on a hunt for Schreck to get back his
watch and chain." He found Schreck
Wednesday night on the Bowery, and had
him arretted.
At the station house he told his story to

Detective Cohen. The latter then went to
the house of Sachs and found that the
Schreck woman had returned to him. He
arrested her.
In the Essex Market Court Sachs was apprehendedby Cohen on a charge of knowinglymarrying a woman already married.
The Magistrate held the two men in

S3.000 bail each and the woman in $1,500
ball for examination. She is small and attractivelooking, but not handsome. Cohen
says she confessed that she had served a
term of two and a half years in Philadelphiafor bigamy.

Alleged Suicide ofthe Officer
After Resenting an

Insult.

HIS MYSTERIOUS DEATH.

London, Sept. 2..According to private

advices received here, most persistent
?torles, already hinted at in a very guarded
fashion in Mr. Labouchere's Truth, are now

current in the court circles of Berlin,
Vienna and likewise in London, to the
effect that the black eye which the Kaiser
received during his yachting trip along the
coast of Norway was not due, as alleged,
to the fall of a rope, but to a blow deliveredin anger and passion by young
Lieutenant von Hahnke, and that the luster'smysterious death twenty-four hours
later was attributable not, as asserted, to
a bicycle accident, but to suicide. If the
Lieutenant, who was a most promising
officer, really took his life he merely acted
in accordance with time-honored custom,
this being the only course for an officer to
adopt who lias been unfortunate enough to
become involved in any serious dispute with
a member of the reigning family of his
country. Emperor William had already to
his credit at the time of his accession to
the throne the death of a young officer
whom he had insulted, and who, after respondingwith a blow to the indignity to
which he had been subjected, blew out his
brains.

Some Similar Cases.
It was the same with the late King Alphonsoof Spain, and with the late Crown

Prince of Austria, while If it had not been
for the Intervention of Emperor Francis
Joseph, his nephew, the Archduke Otto,
would likewise have a death of this nature
on his conscience. He had struck in the
face while Intoxicated a young nobleman
of his staff who had barred the way one
night when Otto attempted to conduct a
crowd of drunken boon companions, male
and female, to the bedroom of his wife in
order that they might see what an Archduchesswas like In bed. Before the young
nobleman had time to blow out his brains
on the following day the Emperor arrived
upon the scene from Vienna. Summoning
all the officers and garrison in the town to
riis presence, he addressed the young officer
who had been struck, thanked him for the
chivalrous defence of a Princess of the
imperial family, and thereupon continued:

Seven thousand sweatshop'workers went
on strike yesterday without warning. Half
of them were women.
Remarkable as the strike is in some

other respects, it is chiefly remarkable
because it inspired the experienced labor
agitator, who is the head and front of
the movement, to inveigh against the competitionof women with men on a line of
argument similar to that employed by
Charlotte Smith, in a recent utterance
that caused a mild sensation.
James Freeman, the organizer of the

Vestmakers' Union, declares that if girls

could not return it, and it is impossible
that he could grant you satisfaction in the
customary manner in single combat. But
I, your Emperor, can give you satisfaction,
and not only you, but all these gentlemenpresent." And with that he strode
up to his nephew and struck him with considerableforce (for he voice of the old

AVALANCHE TAKES FOUR.
Alpine Tourists Swept Into a Crevasse a

Thousand Feet Deep, but They
May Yet Be Rescued.

Berne, Switzerland, Sept. 2..Advices
from La Salle, near Mont Pleureur, tell of
what may have been a fatal accident to a
party of Alpine tourists In that vicinity.
Eight persons, it appears, started from

mimai ui uic V.U1IIU11 OI V U1H1S, WltU
the intention of ascending Mont Pleurcur.
The latter is 12,155 feet high, and is not
a very difficult ascent, from Mauvosin,by the Giotrox, eight hours being generallyoccupied in the task.
The tourists were led by Pastor Gonin, of

Slon. and they made the ascent divided
into two parties of four each. The first
of these parties reached the summit, and
the second was only a short distance behind,when the four persons composing it
were swept by an avalanche into a crevasse
a thousand feet deep. In spite of the
gravity of the accident, all hope of rescuingsome of the tourists alive has not been
given up. The missing party was composed
of Pastor Gonin, two schoolboys from*Lausanneand a young Englishman named
Bernard.

did not work in sweatshops the men would
earn wages large enough to permit them
to marry. The inference he suggests is
that if there had been no competition
between the sexes there would be no
vestmakers' strike to-day, because the
men would be earning living wages, and
the women would be happy wives and
mothers.
When Charlotte Smith advocated the

punishment of bachelors for the crime of
not marrying, she dealt with this very
social problem. She pointed out that industrialcompetition between the sexes
was injurious to women as well as to
men.that by entering the field of men's
work they were depriving themselves of
husbands. It remains to be seen whether
the toiling damsels of the Bast Side will
heed the warning, whether they will abandontheir ill-paid work in the tender hope
of securing husbands and homes when
economic conditions shall have adjusted
themselves on the Smith-Freeman plan.
In the meantime the,strike is a serious

one. It includes the vestmakers of New
York, Brooklyn and Brownsville. It came
unexpectedly. The operators had not been
ventilating any specific grievance. They
had not presented any demands to the
sweaters. That will come within a day
or two. They were merely dissatisfied on
general principles. They had heard and
read and seen the proofs of a great businessrevival. But there had been no revivalfor them. They had learned of a

city full of buyers, of manufacturers jubilant,of prices leaping upward. But prosperltycontinued to fight shy of them.
Their wages remained stationary. rney
continued to toll eighteen hours a day,
earning, the men $6 land $7 a week, and the
women $4 and $5. It Is worthy of note
that five years ago the men we're able to
earn as much as !520 a week for the same
work.
Freeman was in Washington when he

heard that there were mutterlngs among
the vestniakers. He hurried to New York
and set to work to organize a strike. How
far he was successful Is shown by the
fact that before his arrival one of the
local unions had only eight members. In
two days the membership jumped to two
hundred, and in two more days it reached
two thousand. There are three local
unions. One is affiliated with the Knights
of Labor, another with the Socialist
Trade itnd Labor Alliance, while the third
is independent.
The strike was declared at a meeting in

Wnlhalla Hall, beginning on Wednesday
night and ending yesterday niorning. The
strike headquarters will be at No, 114
Cannon street.
The contractors also have a grievance.

They complain that they are still unvisited
by prosperity.that the wholesalers have
monopolized the present duty of entertainingthat elusive guest. Hence the contractorsare not lamenting the strike.

FRANCE'S LOST PROVINCES.

He Had Expressed the Hope of
Recovering Alsace and

Lorraine.

Berlin, Sept. 2..The German Govefn-
ment has decided to demand from France

an explanation of the dispatch sent by M.
Meline, the French Premier, in reply to
tho message of congratulation of the
Alsace-Lorraine Society upon the signing
of the Franco-Russian alliance. In which
dispatch M. Meline expressed the hope
of a reunion of Alsace-Lorraine wltH the
French Republic.
Germany, it is announced, also, will demandsatisfaction for the excesses committedbefore the German Embassy in

Paris on the evening of President Faure's
return from his visit to Russia. On that
night large crowds assembled at the entranceof Fount Monster's residence in the
Rue de Lille, and «ave utterance to their
enthusiasm over the official proclamation
of the Franco-Russian alliance by hooting
Emperor William dnd howling threats of
attempts at an early date to recover Alsace
and Lorraine from Germany.

Anton Schmidt 'Wants a Boathouse and
Bridfje All in One.

Anton Schmidt, a jeweller at Xo. 9
Rankin street, Newark, has the gold fever,
and hopes soon/ to be wielding a pick on
the banks of tb.e Klondyke. As he Is poor,
he has invented a vehicle which he expects
will make transportation to the gold fields
ea3y and comparatively inexpensive.
His invention is a combination of boardinghouse, wagon, sleigh, boat and bridge.

In appearance it will resemble a praiiie
schooner of the days of '40.
The body of the wagon will be of oak

and the top of zinc and sheo iron. Underneaththe body will be steel runners. Both
dashboard and t ailboard are set on hinges,
and can be lowered to the ground to form

are to be crossed.

Post Office Department Will
Reorganize Its System

at Once,
Rimn iwspcntinmq mh\a/

Postmasters and Officials at SubStations
to Be Held Strictly
to Account.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 2..The Post
Office Department intends to reorganize
its money order system. The two recent
robberies of Government funds by Postmastershas aroused the department to the
weakness of the system exposed in the
Journal several days ago.
Hereafter all post offices and sub-stations

will be liable to inspection at the most unexpectedtimes. Everything must agree or
t2e postmaster will be taken into custody
at once. These examinations will be as unexpectedand as carefully made as those
of national banks.
In addition to these examinations the

orders are sold and postmasters themselveswill not be given as much lee way
as they have had. Hitherto money order
books have been sent out from the departmenton application, two or three at a

time. Hereafter only one book will be issued,and an unusual run on the postmasterreceiving this book would at once
bring around an investigation. The departmentwill know how long the book of
money orders should last, and an applicationfor a new set of orders much before
such time would at once arouse suspicion
and an inspector would visit that office
within the succeeding twenty-four hours.
The robberies referred to have greatly

alarmed the Post Office Department officialsand the Postmaster-General and his
first assistant have been carefully investl-
gating the system. They found it imprae-
tlcable, just at present, to radically change
the system, and concluded that the only
thing to be done was to throw further safeguardsaround it. Both of these officials
believe that the base of the present system
is the best in existence and can conceive
of nothing better. Their investigation, however,will not stop at the changes which
are being made. They will study the matterfurther and may be able to reecomend
radically different plans in the next year,

until convinced will not alter the general
plan.
First Assistant Postmaster-General Heath

to-day said: "We were canjtlit unexpectedlyon the money order system. It has
been in use for years, and, of course, we
did not expect to run against a first-class
robbery the first thing. Sprung on us as
it was. we had to do the best we could. I
think we have thrown such safeguards
around the system that robberies in the
future will be few and far between. Our
system of Inspection is fashioned after that
of national banks, and will be as thorough.
I realize the fact that the system can etill
be 'worked.'
"Any man who has access to the money

order book could fill out a number of blanks
nnd get them cashed before we could find
it out. But by limiting the number of
books we can limit the chances to the
minimum. When a postmaster knows he
Is liable to be visited by an inspector at
any time who will go through hie books,
examine his cash and bank book, he will
be careful. With this plan we will have
to be content for awhile at least,"

NEWSBOYS AS 'SCALPERS.'
Their Arrest Reveals a Systematic Robberyof Street Car Companies

Through Sales of Transfers.

Two newsboys were arraigned in the
Harlem Police Court on a charge of violatingthe anti-scalplng law. Inspector E.
H. Weston, of the Third Avenue Railroad
Company, charged the boys with selling
transfer tickets. The prisoners were BenjaminPeyser, of No. 203 Enst One Hundredand Twenty-eighth streetx and Harry
Wolff, of No. 241 East One Hundred and
Twenty-fourth street.
Inspector Weston asserted that the boys

had sold seven transfer tickets on Wednesdayafternoon at Third avenue and One
Hundred and Twenty-fifth street.
The boys said they had received some

from a conductor and some from persons
who had alighted from a car.
The inspector stated that the company

had lost considerable money through the
sale of these transfer tickets. He said the
newsboys obtained them in exchange for
newspapers, and then disposed of the ticketsat 2 and 3 cents apiece. As many as

a hundred tickets a day had been sold.
The company hoped to put a stop to the
practice, on the ground that the boys
were not "authorized agents of the road."
The boys were paroled until to-day, when
a decision will be handed down.
Several conductors of the Third Avenue

Company, charged with being in collusion
with the newsboys, have been discharged.

GOES TO SEA THOUGH LEAKING

The Gunboat Annapolis Will Be Fully
Tested Next Week.

Although the composite gunboat An,napolis was leaking considerably in the
wooded sheathing on the hull below the
water, she left the Brooklyn Navy Yard
yesterday for the winter rendezvous at
Hampton Roads, where the Board of
Officers appointed to inspect her on her
trial trip are waiting the vessel.
She has been at the Navy Yard for sevai-uimnnths and was one of the first of

the new composite gunboats to be put
Into commission. She was built at the
Crescent ship yards at Ellzabethport, and
shortly after her trial trip was taken to
the Navy Yard to be fitted out. The vesselleaked badly then. She Is now In a

dangerous condition.
The trial off the Virginia Capes, some

time next week, was to test the vessel's
engines, her battery power and the utility
of her sails, before the final payment on
the contract price Is paid. \ After the trial
the Annapblis will ge to the coast of
Florida to relieve the gunboat Helena,
watching for fllllbusters.
The Annapolis was built for service In

the shallow waters of the China rivers,
and the wooden sheathing on the hull is
supposed to keep the steel frames from
corroding. The vessel will remain on the
coast for some months, and will then
join the fleet on the Asiatic station.
